Discussions Resumed in 
Nankiitz: 
MINISTER'S VISIT. 


Rugby, Yesterday. 

Sir Miles Lampson, British 
Minister in Peking, arrived in 
Nanking on Sunday and _ during 
his visit to the seat of the Nation- 
al Government discussions on the 
question of extraterritoriality will 
be pursued. Preliminary conver- 
sations with the Chinese Minis- 
ter for Foreign Affairs have al- 
ready begun, and it is hoped that 
a settlement of the whole question 
mav result. 

‘The present: British policy in 
China is based on‘ the Memoran- 
dum of December, 1926. The 
Memorandum _ recognised‘ that, 
with the stabilisation of politi- 
eal conditions, extraterritoriality 
could not be maintained. The 
negotiations in 1929 were inter- 
runted owing to internal troubles 
culminating in the civil war but 
when at its conclusion it: appear- 
ed that the Nanking Government 
was firmly established the time 
appeared ripe for their resump- 
tion. Accordingly in September 
last Sir Miles Lampson presented 


a draft agreement to which Chin- 


ese Government replied in Decem- 
her with'.a counter-draft. These 
documents ‘have been carefully 
stutiied and have prepared - the 
way for the present, negotiations 
which have been begun on assump- 
tion that the Chinese Government 
now controls the internal, situa- 
tion —British Wireless‘ Service.

DEATH OF BRITISH 
NOTABILITIES. 


Lord Ellenborough and 
Sir Wm. Bull. 


SIR ANPREW BALFOUR. 


Death has: removed several well- 
known figures in the public life of 
Grent Britain. The most recent is 
Sir Andrew Balfour, the famous 
physician, whose name will always 
be associated with the progress in 
the knowledge and treatmment of 
tropical. disenses. At tne tim: of 
his death, at the age of 57, Sir 
Andrew was Dircetor of the Lordon 
School of Hygiene and Tropical 
Medicine, 2 position he had occupied 
since 1923. During a great part 
of his professional career Sir 
Andrew's attention had been devot- 
el to’ tropical diseases, Educated 
nt’ George Watson’s College and 
University, Edinburgh, Cambridge 
and Strasburg, Sir Andrew, after a 
number of academic succeases,, he 
was Cragg’s Prizeman in Tropical 
Medicine in 1905 and Mary Kings- 
ley Medallist Liverpool Schoa! of 
Tropical Medicine, served as a civil 
surgeon in the South African War 
In 1902 he became Director of the 
Khartoum, being also Medical Offi- 
cer of Health, and he temained in 
Khartoum until 1918, when he re- 
turried to London. On the outbreak 
of war he joined the K.A.M.C, with 
the rank of Lieut-Colonel. In this 
capacity he served in the Mediter- 
ranean War Area as a member of 
the Medieal Advisory Committee, in 
Mesopotamia as President of a 
similar committee, and in East 
| Africa a3, Scientific Advieer to the 
Inspecting ‘Surgeor-General B.E.F. 


Sir Andrew was 1 memoer of the: 


Colonia! Advisory Medical and 
Sanitary Committee and from 1926 
to 1927 he was President of the 
Royal Society of Tropica) Medicine 
and Hygiene: He also served in 
Bermuda and Mauritius. Sir 
Andrew was a prolific writer. He 
found time to write a number of 
novels and short stories but his 
most notable publications ,were on 
medical subjects, such as Health 
Problems of the Empire, Wace 
Against Tropical Dizease etc.

ORIGIN:. OF GERM 
* EAGLE. 


Used at Versailles to 
- Surprise Emperor, 
INTERESTING EXHIBIT. 


‘The celebration of the sixtieth 
anniversary. of the founding of 
the German Empire recalls to my 
mind, writes a special correspon- 
dent to the London Morning Post, 
an interesting ‘exhibit in the 
Hohenzollern Museum in Berlin, . 
In appearance it is insignificant, 
and is often passed unnoticed ;. 
actually it is a very ' interesting 
historic relic. . , 

It is simply an eagle cut out of 
black velvet and stitched on a 
piece of faded gold material. 
Next to it is the Imperial crown of 
the same material, but decorated 
with imitation pearls and din. 
monds, Beneath it lies a copy of 
an inscription on the back of the 
eagle, written by' the Crown 
Prince Friedrich Wilhelm, who 
later had such a short reign as 
Emperor. . 

It states that the velvet eagle 
and crown were hurriedly made 
at headquarters, Versailles, and 
were attached to the hanging be- 
hind the dais on which the Em- 
peror stood on January 18, 1871, 
on the day of his proclamation as 
German Emperor. 


Romantic Story. 


A romantic story lies behind 
these symbols. It waa the Crown 
Prince’s own idea, and he wanted 
to make it a surprise for his 
father. He thought of it only 
three days before’ the day fixed 
for the proclamation.’ It was 
hard to ask a Frenchman to make 
these emblems of German victory + ° 
and Berlin was a long way off. 
By a stroke of luck one of the 
German tailors attached to the 
pay. was found to be *an em- 
broidery ‘expert, .and he it was 
who, in a very short time, pro- 
duced ‘the first German eagle. 
The next problem was to procure 
the necessary ornaments for the 
Imperial Crown. It happened 
that the tailor had formed a 
friendship with a French girl 
who worked in a “fancy goods” 
warehouse, and she .was. able to 
provide the-imitation jewellery to 
complete the crown — of course 
without knowing for what. pur-. 
pose they were to be used. 


_ The Emperor William liked the © 
proud symbol of Imperial power, 
and adopted it for permanent use. 
Future visitors to the “Hohen- 
zollern Museum perhaps will look 
at the exhibit ‘with greater in- 
terest. .

GREAT BRITAIN AND 
THE ARGENTINE. 


Good Prospects for 
Increased Trade. 


PORT FACILITIES. 


In view of the forthcoming Brl- 
tish Emplre Trade Exhibition at 
Buenos Aires which {as to be open- 
ed by the Prince of Wales, special 
interest attache: to the report 
which is issued by the Department 
of Overseas Trade on “Economic 
Conditions in the Argentine Re- 
public” by Mr. H. O. Chalkley, 
C.B.E., Sommercial Counsellor, 
British Embassy, Buenos Aires. 

In his introduction the Commer- 
cial Counsellor observes that the 
Argentine Republic has been 
largely free from the abnormal 
economic conditions, which have 
prevailed in so many countries 
the post-war period. 


unduly developed and produce for 
consumption only, thus 
lessening the likelihood of over- 
production or unemployment. It 
is alao worthy of note that the 
value of Argentine exports por 
head of.the population, in a typi- 
eal year,-was nearly the same as 
that of the United Kingdom. 

Attention is drawn to the period 
of prosperity enjoyed by the Ar- 
gentine Republic during. the first 
half of 1929. These prosperous 
conditions were not, however, con- 
tinued during the latter’ part of 
the. period ‘under review. The 
economic situation became un- 
favourable towards the close of 
1929, as compared ith corres- 
ponding periods in previous years, 
and this depressed situation, 
which was unfortunately carried 
on into 1980, was probably a con- 
tributory cause as regards subse- 
quent political events.* 

The Commercial Counsellor 
judges from existing conditions 
that there are good prospects for 
increased British exports to Ar- 
gentina in 1981, which year will 
be noteworthy for the holding of 
the British Empfre Trade Exhibi- 
tion in March. This is the first 
national Industrial exhibition to 
be organised by any country in 
South America, and has, the sup- 
port of the British Government 
and of leading firms in the major- 
ity of British industries. 

After a close review of the fin- 
ancial situation the Commercial 
Counsellor deals with the foreign 
trade of the Argentine Republic. 
This careful analysis, occupying 
45 pages of the report, when -read 
‘in conjunction with the very de- 
tailed import and export statistics 
given in the appendices, forms of 
a most Valuable contribution to the 
study of the Argentine market, 
which fs especinily . relevant in 
view of the forthcoming exhib'tion 
A notable feature of this: chapter 
is the section on “marketing or- 


tion.”

LINDBERGH ON 
FLYING. 


_The Difficulty of 
Prediction. 


AIRPORTS. 


New York, Jan. 4. 
Col. Charles A. Lindbergh, 
whose New York-to-Paris flight 
is generally credited with ac- 
celerating interest in aviation in 


|this-country, talked to-day of the 


future of flying and, more parti- 
-cularly, how it is likely to affect 
the average man. 

In response to a request by 
the United Press, Col. Lindbergh 
outlined several tasks that must 
be accomplished before the acro- 
plane becomes an every-day fac- 
tor in the life of the average per- 
son. He disclaimed any power of 
prophecy and pointed olt that in 
an industry - that is changing as 
fast as is’aviation, no one can pre- 
dict precisely what will happen. 

He believes airports are playing 
and will continue to play a most 
essential part, 

“Before we can expect to have 
a great number of aircraft used 
by private owners,” Col.: Lind- 
bergh said, “we must find ways 
for flying to take a place in'‘the 
every-day life of the average man. 
One of the first essentials is to 
have airports within what might 
be called a short taxi-ride from 
the downtown district.” 

Private Flying. . 

He pointed out how flying by 
private individuals ig making its 
greatest headway, per capita, in 
section of the country like Texas 
and Oklakoma, where there is less 
congestion and where cities are 
farther apart. Col. Lindbergh 
was asked whether the aeroplane 
ever was likely to become as com- 
mon a means of transportation as 
the automobile. 

’ “The automobile,” he declared, 
“igs used os an essential in the 
average person’s business while 
travelling between his home and 
office. We cannot ‘expect the 
aeroplane, in a-period of a few 
years, to fit into thir lives that 
way.. The private aeroplane is 
still a luxury to a majority of the 
people. ‘The automobile {a a ne- 
cessity. Aircraft must be  re- 
duced in coat, made easily to fly, 
and they will-have to become an 
essential routine of life before 
they will be sold in numbers 
which can be compared, even in a 
small way, with automobile sales. 
However, I believe the use of pri- 
vate uircraft by businessmen wii 
increase each year and that as 
time goes on the 'plane will be- 
come a necessity to many people 
as part of their everyday life. 

Trunk Afrlines., 

The tendency on trunk air- 
lines, Col. Lindbergh believes, 
will be toward larger ‘planes. In 
that connection, he pointed out 
that airlines are carrying more 
passengers than they were a year 
ago. Big ‘planes are practical, he 
said, and expressed the opinion 
that it would be entirely feasible 
to fly the Dornier DO-X across 
the ocean under proper conditions. 

Col. Lindbergh considera glid- 
ing a very good way for begin- 
ners to: obtain primary fiying 
traiiing, The average person 
can learn to fly a glider for about 
$100, he said. 

- “Where the terrain is favour- 
able,” he said, “soaring gliding 
is not only good iivcaad but an 
excellent sport.” - 

Auto-Gyro. 

Col. Lindbergh regards the 
auto-gyro as an interesting de- 
velopment showing many possi- 
bilities. He said that its ability 
to descend almost vertically and 
without danger of stalling should 
be of great value in making flying 
available for people who cannot 
devote the time necessary for a 
long course of. training. 

- In discussing such tragedies of 
the air as the R-201 fire, he said 
there were many dangers atten- 
dant-on filghts of new aircraft. 

“The fact that an aeroplane or 
an airship {a the largest or the 
newest,” he said, “does not. mean 
that it is necessarily the most 
efficient or safest. We must ex- 


pect new types of aircraft manu- 


facture regardless of the size or 


.| experience behind their construc- 


tion, to be more susceptible to ac-

DR. EINSTEIN IN’ 
CALIFORNIA. 


Life. in Other 
Planets. 


RELATIVITY & RELIGION. 


Dr. Albert Einstein has arrived 
to Pasadena, California, from San 
Diego to spend six wecks in vest, 
seclusion and research as tho guest 
of California’s own savants,. 

A simple, kindly philosopher in: 
homespun is this, intellectual giant 
whose mental playthings are the 
vast universes.far beyond the com- 
prehension of his fellow-men. He 
revealed this in an interview when 
he parried the inquiries: now with 
a erlsp academical reply, now with 
a gem. of wisdom sharply tinged 
with humour, 

“Do you believe your theor: of 
relativity will ever be simplified so 
as to be readily understandable?” 
he was asked. 

“It will be, I think,” his wife. 
who interpreted for him, ropiied, 
after repeating the question. “One 
day it will be expressed in the same 
senso a6 Newton's law of gravita- 
tion.” 

‘Do you agree that -beligf in 
evolution does, not necessarily imply 
disbelief in religion?” 

“There is no conflict. I{t all- de- 
pends on what constitutes your view 
of religion—your faith.” 

Resigned at last to the ordeat of 
being interviewed, the sclentiat 
grew serene, and with serenity 
came his sense of humour. Some- 
body asked him if he proposed to 
make any new scientific announce- 
ments while in Ca)ifornia. 

“Thought Is not like politics,” he 
replied, and his eyes twinkled 
merrily. pas ‘ 

Someone ventured the question aa 
to, whether other plancts 
universe are inhabited by mankind. 

“Men?” Einstein’s eyes twinkled 
again. “Other beings perhaps, but 
not men.” 

Einstein’s chief interest while he 
is ‘n Pasadena, he explained, will be 
the playing of a part, as it were, 
in the scientific life of an American 
University and the discuasion of 
matters pertaining to hia own 
branch of ' science in a more in 
timate and personal way than would 
be ‘possible by correspondence. He 
sald he intends to go immediately ta 
work on experiments ‘ to determine 
the influence of the earth's rotation}. 
on the propagation of light, 

A vital Interest in Dr. A. H. 
Michnelson’s approaching studies of 
the velocity of Hght was expressed 
by the scientist. The velocity of 
Hight, he pointed ont, is fundamen- 
tally important to relativity. 

“The tunnel Dr. Michaelson has 
built in Santa Ana,” Frau Einstein 
stated, “will be a valuable adjunct 
to the Professor's work. And the 
new telescope” on Mount Wilson— 
that must be a great attraction to 
any astronomer.” 

“Does Dr. Einstein look forward 
to studying through the telescope?” 
she was asked. She looked to her 
husband for an answer. When 
given it, she replied: 

“He ia not an experimental ob- 
server. He is a theorist.” 

Asked if the Pasadena eclentists 
ho fs about to meet. included any 
who understand thoroughly the’ re- 
lativity theory, Einstein named Dr, 
Paul S. Epstein. 

“Contemporary Americans,” “he 
stated, “have contribut.d to every 
form of scientific investigation all 
over the world. Mereover they are 
giving serlous attention to co- 
operation in a peaceful and friendly 
way between those who are follow: 
ing. pursuits.” 

Unwarily enough he turned the 
subject towards war, and when 
pressed for a comment, he said un 
less something fs done “against this 
horrible thing war, it may come.” 
It fs not a matter of “-vaiting,” he 
declared, but of “acting.” 

“World peace,” he added; “Yea,

: Supported. 


MEMBERSHIP 12,000. . 


The report or tl the representa- 
tive’ counci! of the Officers (Mer- 
chant Navy) Federation for the 
year 1930 states that during the 
year under review the membership 
of the federation has been in- 
treased by the accession of the 
Merchant Service Guild of Austra- 
lasia and of the Straits Merchant 
Service Guild. The number of 
federated officers has thus been 
increased, as well as ‘by a very 
marked increase in the number of 
officers protected by federated or- 
ganisations. The | number .of 
federated officers is now: consider- 
ably in excess of 12,000, and tho 
federated organisations comprise: 
The China Const Offiggrs’ Guild, 
Marine Engineers’ Guild of China, 
Merchant Service Guild of Aus- 
tralasia, Navigators and General 
Ingurance Co. Ltd, and the 
Straits Mecchant Service’ Guild. 

Menibership of the federation is 
sti] open to all bona fide organi- 
gations which exist for the pro- 
tection of the interests of Mer- 
chant Naval officers. 


The report. proceeds:—~It has 
been suggested that some organi-. 
sations are remaining outside the 
Vederation because of the finar.- 
cial Nability they might incur in 
the unlikely event of the federa- 
tion being wound up. 
sentative council, following its 
policy of removing every possible 
obstacle which may stand in the 
way of . complete professional 
cohesion, have obtained from an 
old-established British insurance 
office ‘of high standing a quotation 
‘to cover such liability. The 
smallness of this financial risk 
involved by societies joining the 
federation is such that the whole 
of such lability as might be in- 
curred by the largest organisation 
at present outside the federation 
can be covered for the nominal 
jeoree premium of £1 in full. 
Individual federated officers have 
‘no. lability whatsoever. - 

} It is authoritatively stated that 
.1930 has proved a year of ur- 
precedented depression in the 
shipping industry. with the result 


that unemployment arrong officera | 


has been very serious, Neverthe- 
less federated organisations have 
been ‘directly responsible for ob- 
talning employment for. over 1,000 
‘navigating and engineer officers 
during the year, but it is regret-° 
ted that 820 navigating ‘and 80 
engineer officers still remain on 
the ‘records of the federation as 
unemployed. The- majority of 
these officers are ineligible for 
State unemployment benefit. 

The Two Conventions. 

In view of the fmportance of 
the Safety of Life at Sea and Load 
Line Conventions, it is consider- 
led advisable again to refer to 
them, and the ‘ present position 
arising therefrom.- In 1929, as

(and the lives of seamen) such as 
‘Yfeboats and - life-saving appli- 
ances, sub-division of ships, wire- 
leas equipment, and the like, A 
similar conference was held: in 
London in 1930, which agreed toa 
convention which, if ratified, 
would establish International Load 
Line regulations, 5 


The adoption of these conven- 
tiona by the maritime nations of 
the world would undoubtedly mark 
an important step forward, and 
conversely, the failure to ratify, 
would, in authoritative opinion, 
preclude the possibility of inter- 
national agreements being success- 
fully negotiated in the shipping 
industry for many years to come. 
By a curious irony, the only or- 
ganised opposition «ppears to 
come from two or three of the 
amatler officers’ organisations in 
this country on the relatively un- 
important issue of helm orders. 

The ‘question of helm orders 
has been prominently before the 
British shipping ‘community since 
1928, and as a result of very care- 
ful observation, the representative 
council of the Officers’ Federation 
is of the opinion that it is untrue 
to say that the officer personnel 
are showing deep concern in the 
matter at all. The Average num- 
ber of officers interviewed at the 
Federation offices daily is 40, and. 
it is interesting to note that in 
1980 less than 20 officers of them- 
selves raised the matter of helm 
ordera in their diecussions at 
federation hendquarters. It is 
found in conversation. when once 
the matter has been raised, that 
there ig a very large number of 
officers, both senior and junior, 
who hold the view that the sug- 
gested reform is long overdue, al-- 
though the majority of officers ex- 
press the view that of themselves 
they would not demand a change. 
When, however, it is authoritative- 
ly stated that the ratification of 
these two important conventions 
depends‘ upon the acceptance of 
the direct helm order system by 
British officers and seamen, we 
have found that less than a dozen 
officers have persisted in their 

ee that the old-time order 
should be maintuined even at the 
expense of wrecking the conven- 
tions, 80 beneficial to them in 
other respects, i 1 


- Chart Corrections. 


For several years” past those 
responsible’ for the direction of 
the Officers’ Federation have urged 
that reforms in the matter of 
chart corrections are long overdue 
in the interests of masters and 
officers, owners, marine superin- 
tendents and underwriters. ‘We 
suggest that in those companies 
in which charts are corrected on 
board (under conditions which 
will allow the navigator the un- 
disturbed time necessary for the 
important “duty of chart correc- 
‘tion) or by. a apecial department 
of the company en shore, that no 
reform ia necessary. 

We merely put forward what 
we aubmit is a. most reasonable 
suggestion, that: in cases where 
owners spend money in sending 
charts to firms of chart correctors,

B.O.T. Examinations. 

The Officers’ Federation during 
thé past year has maintained close 
contact with Government depart- 
ments in matters concerning the 
service, particularly the Board of 
Trade, in regard to the new re- 


gulations in force as from Janu-. 


ary 1 for the examination for mas- 
ters and mates. 

Following representations ‘ands: 
a number of concessions’ have 
been granted by the Board to 
officers, regarding the strict rend- 
ing of the new regulations, not- 
ably: to cadets’ and apprentices’ 
qualifications in regard to age’ for 
2nd mate’s examination, and to 
junior officers ir respect of quali- 
fications for the 1st-mate's exam- 
ination. A most important con- 
cession was that ‘whereby candi- 
dates who qualified under‘ the old 
regulation by ave and sea service 
before January 1, 1931, but will 
not be’ ready to sit until later, 
may take the examination in 1931 
without additional sea service, but 
under the new syllabus, provided 
that before December 
lodge their application from Exn. 
2 pay the appropriate fee and are 
accepted for examination. 

In the case of a British cap- 
tain who was fined on account of 
a breach of Customs Regulations 
at Burutu, British West Africa, 
the Officers Federation took up 
the matter with the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, and was 
subsequently informed that a re- 
port had been received from the 
Officer administering the ‘Govern- 
ment of Nigeria. The case was 
reviewed by .the Acting Chief 
Justice, and the conviction annull- 
ed. The fine of £5 which was im- 
posed by a magistrate was return- 
ed, and the ttention of ‘the Col- 
lector of Customs to the fact that 
it is not the policy of the Customs 
Department to bring Ciurt actions 
for simple breaches of the Customs 
laws, 


', Upon receipt of a cable from the 


China Coast Officers’ Guild. at 
Hong Kong, regarding the transfer 
of flag of certain passenger ships 
operating in Chinese watera, repre- 
sentations were promptly made to 
the Colonial Offict}; and ‘later a 
cable was received from Hong 
Kong to the effect that the combin- 
ed efforts of the local guilds and 
Officers’ Federation had proved 
successful. 

* The question of a general con- 
tributory pension scheme for 
officers throughout the service . is 
one which has occupied tne atten- 
tion of the representative council 
of the federation for over two 
years. Progress is belng made in 
drafting a scheme which, it is 
hoped, will be acceptable as a basis 
of discussion with shipowners’ or- 
ganisations and possibly with 
bodies representative of other in- 
terests in the shipping industry, 
when more prosperous times re- 
turn, 

In conclusion, the report re- 
marks that the strength of the 
Federation jis of the 
soundest quality; it exists essen- 
tially in the possession of a strong 
case; it exists In the-public esteem 
which the sérvice has acquired by 
centuries of . loya}-service in the 
ways of peace and wary; it exists 
in a friendly Preas and in an in- 
creasing recognition by ship- 
owners, underwriters, and the}! 


travelling public, of the fact that]; 


valuable ships demand the skill of 
an adequately. pald and -well- 
conditioned officer personnel.

' Born at Findhorn, Morayshire, 
in the year 1864, he displayed an 


- enthusiasm for life aflont at the 


early age of 15, and at that age 
-shipped in a schooner in the 
coasting trade. Approaching 
his 17th year. the 
contain evinced: a disposi- 
tion to widen the sphere’ of his 
activities, and thus it was that he 
sailed from Glasgow in the bar- 
que Inch Marnock, bound for Port 
Adelaide. His services in sail 
continued in the colonial and Cali- 
fornian trades until obtaining his 
master's certificate at the carly 
It was at this period 
that he foresook sail and trans- 
ferred to steam, engaging in 
various Glasgow companies until 
October, 1904, when he entered 
with Messrs.-J. and P. Hutchison, 
with which company. he has been 
associated ever since, holding 
command for a period of 24 years. 
Like most shipmasters of the 
time. he had some very exciting 
experiences during the war years, 


'and-in June, 1916, while in com- 


mand of the steamer Dewsland, 
his vessel was sunk by ‘enemy 
submarine in the Mediterranean, 
and similarly in October of 1917 
another command, the Gisella, 


‘was torpedoed off Milford Haven, 


when two firemen were lost, little 
time being allowed on each ocea- 
sion for the erews to abandon 
ship. : 

While in command of the 
steamer Braeneil in January, 
1918, a most gallant action 
ocearred which allowed Captain 
Smith to display the qualities in- 
herent; an enemy submarine was 
engaged and quite a thrilling duel 
ensued, resulting in the ramming 


‘1 of the submarine, for which Cap- 


Smith received the Distinguished 
Service Cross at the hands of his 
Majesty the King at an investi- 
ture held at Buckingham Palace 
in April, 1918. An earlier occa- 
sion when Captain Smith display- 
ed the qualities of heroism was 
when serving as second officer of 
the Allan liner Siberian, being 
responsible for the rescue of four 
men forming the crew of the 
schooner ‘Little Wonder, for 
which he received the silver medal 
of the Liverpool Shipwreck and 
Humane Society and the Board of 
Trade silver,medal. ‘This incident 
occurred during a heavy gale in 
ae North Atlantic in October, 
1891. : 


This distinguished shipmaster 
has been a warm supporter of 
the Mercantile Marine Service 
Association for very many years, 
and the council of that body have 
extended their hearty good 
wishes, with the trust that their 
member may enjoy a well merited 
retirement.

“FILM CENSORSHIP. 


A writer in: a.Sydney paper 
makes a plea fora stricter code 
of censorship of films. Pictures 
are extensively patronised by 
children, whose immature intel- 
ligences are impressionable and 
more open to demoralising ‘in- 
fluences than those of ‘adults. In 
censorship everything depends on 
the personal equation. What one 
censor’ may pass another may cut 
or ‘entirely eliminate.’ With the 
growth of cinemas in Hong Kong 
it may pertinently be-asked whe- 
ther the code of censorship is too 
elastic and whether the time has 
not arrived to raise its standard. 


_ | Censors are usually busy Govern- 


men Servants-‘and unwittingly 
they. may pass a film.that contains 
something undesirable from the 
point of view of juvenile audi- 
ences or even Oriental 
audiences, ‘adult or juvenile. 
Naturally ,the code of censorship 
here cannot have the same 
basis, as, say, in Sydney 
or -London. What has to 
be ‘borne in mind is the 
probable effect of a film, or even 
of 2 small part of a film, upon the 
clags of audience obtaining here. 
‘The task of'censoring what has 
been approved at Home, or..even 
in other Oriental cities; is no en- 


ry: 


many years ago-a controversy 
raged for some months on the 
subject of film censorship, owing 
to some quite unsuitable reels 
having been officially approved, 
The Pulice authorities countered 
all criticism _ by inviting three 
private citizens to co-operate, 
This scheme worked admirably 
whilst it was ip force. The 
authorities were satisfied. The 
public was satisfied. A similar 
scheme might not be @ bad thing 
'for this Colony — indeed, it has 
great possibilities for good, 

As we have stated above, the 
growth of cinemas here is such 
as to make’ much greater inroads 
on the time of the official censor 
or censors, He or they cannot be 
blamed for passing something of 
which the majority of a cinema 
audience would disapprove. Weé 
have all at one time or another 
seen films which contained reels 
that made us wonder if a censor- 
ship existed at all! he matter 
of a Film Board or Committee is 
well worth considering.

over wires to Florence, Leghorn, 
Piombino and other cities and 
towns for light and power, Bor 
ings for volcanic steam are now 
being made on the slopes of Eefna, 
and algo on, the island of Culeano,. 
which is one of the Lipari group 
north of Sicily. 

. 7 A Concession. 

The Lipari Islands are — sub- 
sidiary peaks of Stromboli whose 
crater was sunposed by the an- 
cients to be Mme main entrance to 
Pluto’s firey raaim. Vuleano: was 
the headquarters of the blacksmith 
god. 

In Bolivia the Government has 
granted a concession for the use 
of stenm from Mount Tatio, in the 
Sud Lipor - District, nenr ‘the 
Chilean frontier. The Volcano is 
tarbine en- 
gines, which are expectad to clec- 
trify all the Bolivian ra‘lroads. 

Important as the development of 
the usefulness of volcanic steam 
has proved in Northern Italy, there 
are also great opportunitics in the 
Yellowstone Park region. of the 
United States. The geysers and 
boiling springs of that country in- 
dicate terrific temperatures to be 
found not far nnderground. In the 
so-called Fire Hole district the 
whole ‘country seems to be burn- 
jing. Doubtless the Yellowstone 
was the scene of tremendous erup- 
tive activity not very long ago. - 

The engineers sce. great pos- 
sibilities in the American national 
park as a source of cheap elec- 
trical power, the most -attractive 
thing in the world to the manufac- 
turer. Hence, perhaps before. the 
end.of the present century, new 
and prosperous industria! cities 
will arise in that part of the coun- 
try, vitalised ov electricity derived 
from the volcanic plants of the 
Yellowstone. 

The requisite experimental work 
has already bean done, largely, at 
least, in Italy. The Italian en- 
gineers have solved the chief 
problems, One important. thing 
they have learned is that it will 
not do to use the voleanic steam 
direct for driving engines, because 
it contains corrosive . chemical 
salts. They. employ the subter- 
ranean vapour as fuel to make 
steam from pure water. To resist 
the corrosive action, the apparatus 
that handles the volcanic steam is 

provided with pipes of aluminium.

He plans to murder a 
man whom he hates, and then, by 
preiending madness and a aubsae- 
quent recovery, to escape punish- 
ment. for. the crime. 

The murder is committed. The 
doctor is certifed and put into an 
asylum. But here the brain that 
has carried him into his experi- 
mént betrays him, for he suddenly 
loses confidence in his own sanity. 
Is he. after all, pretending to be 
mad, or is he mad indeed? That 
is the question with whieh the play 
concerns. itself,,and toe whieh it 
provides no detinite anger, Per- 
sonally I felt, atte thece acts of 
it, that I did not much care what 
the answer might be. 

But I had no such detached feel- 
ing about Mr. Horne’s acting, ia 
picture of a man who, mad or sane. 
is hovering on the border-line be- 
tween the two, spares neither him- 
self nor his nudience.

A Wife’s Allegations 
Before e Death. 


“UNFOU NDED SI SUSPICION. 


Sir Benjamin Robertson, Knight 
Commander of the Star of India, 
Knight Commander of ithe Order ot 
St. Michael and St. George, and 
hon. LL.D. of Aberdeen, formerly 
a distinguished smember of. the 
Indian Civil Service, and after- 
wards a member of the Council 
of India, told the Paddington 
coroner on January 12, that his 
wife, Lady Robertson, accused ‘him 
of being in love with sunother wo- 
man the night hefore her death. 

Lady Robertson died at un hotel 
in Orehnurd Street, W. from the 
effect of yeronal poisoning, and Mr. 
Ingleby Oddie, the coroner, resord- 
ed a verdict’ of “Suicide while of 
unsound mind.” 

Lady Robertson was formerly 
Miss Charlotte Young of London- 
derry. She married Sir Benjamin 
thirty-seven years ago, She was 
a CBE, 

Nerve Sufferer. 

Siv - Benjamin, who is in his 
ty-seventh yeur. said that his 

suffered from bad health since 
they came from South Africa 
(where he went on an Indian Gov: 
ernment commission) some years 
age, She was a most capable wo: 


surely of deep significance to those 
who reflect on the past relations 
between the two countries.

TURN OF THE TIDE. 


ARE THE OPTIMISTS RIGHT 
THIS TIME? 

: Those rubker market ontimists— 
chairmen of rubber companies and 
Mincing Lane brokers—who, in the 
early’ part of 1929 avere envisaging 
a’ rubber shortage and a high price 
for their commodity in the year 
1930, must be, by this time, feeling 
sadily disillusioned, says a City- cor- 
respondent in the London Evoning 
Standard, The present position fs 
that world stocks are catimated to 
be about 160,000 tons higher than 
they were a year ago, and nov 
stand in the neighbourhood . of 
465,000 tons, representing about 
eight months supply. 

This may not appear to be a very 
encouraging factor for the strength 
of the marlet in the immediate]? 
future, but there are one or two 
considerations which must be horne 
in.mind. I am informed. by a firm 
of ‘stockbrokers operating in the 
rubber share market that this ap- 
parently huge surplus will ho very 
considerably reduced if not wholly 
eliminated during this year,

MAHARAJAH 70 PAY RS. 12,500 
DAMAGES TO FATHER. 
Madras, Jan. 6. 

"Damages of Rs. 12,600, with 
costs, were awarded. by Mr. "Justice 
Pandalai in the High Court to-day 
against the Maharajah of Venkata- 
‘giri in a suit brought by the ex- 
zemindar of Narsaraopet,' who al- 
leged breach of a marriage con- 
tract. 

It was stated that the ex- 
zemindar’s daughter was selected by 
the Maharajah as a bride for his 
eldest son, and the ex-zeminzar 
came to Madras with his family for 
the marriage, and stayed eight 
mosiths, but the marriage did not 
take place, and the plaintiff con- 
tended that there had been breach 
of contract.

RATS, ‘RABBITS AND SQUIRRELS 
COST MILLIONS. 


Ground vermin aro increnaing, in 
England at a rapid rate in spite of 
strenuous efforts to keep them 
down. -Rat, rabbits, ard other de- 
structive animals are piling up an 
ever-growing bill for their mainten, 
ance, and, the position is causing 
considerable alarm. 

These pests are eating us out, 
(says the Agricultural correspon- 
dent of the Daily Express), and we 
do not seem to be able to stop them. 
The rats now outnumber the human 
population of this island, and they 
are becoming more, numerous every 
week. Their number {fe estfmated 
to.do about £1 worth of damngo 
every year. 

They are costing us about 
£70,000,000 annually. They are 
also carriers of every kind of dis- 
enee. 

Rabbits are another huge. and 
increasing liability thant. the : land 
has to bear. Damages for a single 
year's work by rabbits are assessed 
at from £50 up to £300 per farm.

The Americans have - started 
their famous experiment with the 
larger and lighter ball. In this 
country we have had one match 
with this ball recently between 
Cotton and Abo Mitchell. ‘It re- 
sulted in the defeat of the latter 
by 10 up and 8 fo play, and it 
brought out one important point, 
and that is that not oven Mitchell 
can change over from one ball to 
the other at.a moment's notice 
without getting badly “stung.” 
Cotton had been practising with 
the American ball for some time 
before'the match, whereas Mitchell 
came ‘in gallantly, at the | last 
moment as substitute for Charles 
Whitcombe, who had to cry off on 
account of illaess. 

After the match both players 
agreed that the larger ball was 
more difficult to contro], and ex- 
pressed the opinion that ‘it was 
doubtful whether the ordinary 
player would take to it for that 
reason alone. In America they 
rarely experince such boisterous 
Weather as wa get over here—a 
circumatance which makes a deal 
of difference. At any rate it seems 
probable that the rank and file of 
British golfers will not wish to add 
to their troubles in a wind. 


“A Ridiculous Handicap.” 


‘Cotton was asked whether he 
would conge1t to play- another 
match with Abe Mitchell, -Cotton 
using, the American ball, Mitchell 
our own familiar “1,62.”

Americans Better. Golfers, * 

Neither oy forbidding steel 
shafts nor by “ollowing the Ameri 
can example, then, may we hope 
to cut the hair of.the modern Sam- 
son. Is there no other way of 
dealing with him? There is ono 


other. Perhaps it is the only ono. . 


It is not a solution, unfortunately. 
that commends itself to the custo- 
dians of classic courses which 
have been quite long enough and 
quite difficult enough to test the 
giants of the vast, but are now, 
frankly, too onsy to extend tho 
modern American expert. 

The fact Is that “Bobby” Jones 
and his men are far better golfers 
than were the champions of fast 
century.

These courses could easily be de- 
signed to give the Tiver'a series 
of long and dWfficult shots home, 
though not. so difficult as 
to: “choke him off,” whilst the 
Rabbit has a comparatively easy 


run-home in three shots as against . 


two “snorters.’ 
Modern golf architecture has 
made great’ strides in recent years. 


In the ensuing twelvo months , 
there is talk wf machinery being. ° 


available which will greatly reduce 
the cost of course construction, 
and at the same time assist in mak- 
ing better conrsea. Let us bank on 
that. Tighten up 
wherever we may, for the Tiger, 
leaving clear cuns for the Rabnit. 
Then we can afford to let the 
golfer choose, within, the widest 
possible limits, any mplements ho 
may. fancy, and do his hest or his 
worst with them without fear of 
harm to the grand old game. © -

| Great ‘Expansion in 
1930. 


A great ‘expansion took place 
in the merchant. fleet of Norway 
last .year, as is shown by the 
statistics issued by the Norske 
Veritas Bureau, and- a further 
considerable nddition is expected 
to be recorded in the course of the 
next six months. Including two 


-|for ships which have not 
term charter-parties,- of —-which 


sailing vessels, the total number 


of ships amounted’ ‘to 160 of 
578,625 gross tons, as compared 
with 169 and 395,656 gross tons 
in 1929.  Snles to other coun- 
tries and broken-up or dismantled 
ships numbered’ 67 of 103,824 
gross tons, contrasting with 91 
and 104,105 gross tons in 1929, 
making the net additions in 1930 
with 169 ‘and 395,655 gross tons 
as arainst 78 ships of 291,460 
tons in the previous year. 

As to the activity of the -Nor- 
it is noted that 
these turned out 44 ships of 
49,885 gross tons last year, as 
compared with.42 of: 23,743 gross 
tons in 1929. The new construc- 
tion delivered by other countries 
comprised °83 ships of 455,838 
gross «tons, as against 63° of 
229,418 tons in 1929, while the 
balance of the above iotal figures 
is represented by second-hand 
ships purchased abroad. 

More This Year. 

The total number of merchant 
ships owned by Norway” ‘at the 
opening of the present year was 
1,969, of 3,783,000 gross tons, and 
this tonnage will be increased to 
over 4,000,000 during the first 
half of the year as a result of the 
deliveries from abroad of a num- 
ber of the ships still on order to 


.| the extent of 483,000 gross tons. 


For the present, however, new 
contracts are not being entered 
into, as is only natural fromthe 


state of the world trade and the 


large number of vessels which are 
now laid up all round. 
Concerning the work carried 
out by the Norwegian yards last 
year, Mr. J. L. Aamundsen, pre- 
sident of the Norwegian Ship- 
builders’ Association, has in- 
formed the Norwegian Journal of 
Commerce that he estimates at a 
Value of 25,000,000 kr. the ships 
which were contracted for at the 
native yards in 1930. As to the 
question of competitive capatity, 
he states that is extraordinarily 
difficult for the Norwegian yards 
to get orders for new construction 
owing to the level of wages being 
higher than that in neighbouring 
countries. At present there are 
25 medium sized and large ship- 
yards in Norway, and these have 
at present about 7,000 men at 
work, although the number rises 
to 10,000 when trade is. favour- 
able, ‘and falls to 4,000 men dur- 
ing periods of depression.: The 
difficult times for shipping react 
on the shipyards, so that for a 
period it will be impossible to 
reckonn on getting new construc- 
tion, except for special ships. As 
most of the yards have but few 
orders now on hand; they will be 
able to offer favourable periods 
for delivery in’ the eVent of any 


‘new contracts coming forward. 


Million Tons Laid Up. 

During the previous period 
when vessels were laid up in 
Norway, the operation of laying 
up came to an end before-the ton- 
nage reached 600,000 but at the 
end of December the number of 
idle ships was 230 of a total of 
860,000 dead-weight tons. At 
present the number is’ estimated 
to have further increased and the 
laid-up dead-weight tonnage to 
exceed 1,000,000. In various har- 
bours the vessels fie close to-. 
gether, and a shortage of accom- 
modation is beginning to be 
noticeable at Bergen. 

Dealing with the situation of 
shipping Mr. Wrangell, 
who i... retiring from the 
presidency of the i 
owners’ Association of 
way after having filled this 
position for three yeara anda 
half, states that the past autumn 
proved a great disappointment, 
and as the laying up of ships is 
increasing every day, the present 
situation is becoming one of the

that it is comprehensive that the 
conditions are extremely difficult 
long 


there are not many if an excep- 
tion-is made of tankers, which are 
perhaps the only types which will 
be able to show a surplus of note- 
worthy importance. 

- Future Doubtful. 

As to the future, Mr. Wrangell 
expresses the opinion that one 
cannot expect any thorough ‘im- 
provement before the prices of 
commodities have reached the 
hottom level. But they have not 
done so yet, and before that hap- 
pens buyers only purchase for 
immediate requirements, as all 
buyers are afraid to speculate be- 
fore they feel they are on safe 
ground, and until that takes 
place the freight market will not 
improve. The world’s combined 
shipping fleet, moreover, is cer- 
tainly too large for the present 
times. If to this is added the 
fact that most of the competitors 
of Norway have lower working 
expenses, and that individual 
countries give subsidies to their 
shipping at the-same time as most 
countries have lower taxes, it is 
obvious that the Norwegians can- 
not: compete. Obviously these 


‘matters combined play a great 


part when the question is to com- 
nete, and it is therefore easy to 
understand what has happened 
now in the sense that the Nor- 
wegians have been compelled to 
lay up a large part of their fleet 
while competitors continue to 
sail. 

In conclusion, Mr. Wrangell 
states that it is worthy of con- 
sideration in these: times as to 
whether there should not be a 
period without a tariff agree- 
ment with the seamen; if tariffs 
are to be fixed now.they must 
certainly be low if the ships are 
to.trade. If the tariffs are too 
high the ships must be laid up, 
so that there is little use'in hav- 
ing a tariff. In his opinion a 
period without a tariff for a time 
would be the best for all parties 
until the freight market in some 
measure becomes normal. 

As bearing on this question Mr. 
Fr. Odfjell, of Bergen, points out 
that the wages of the crews lie 
between 115 and 120 per cent. 
above the ‘level in 1913, and this 
is also the case with londing, dis- 
charging and harbour charges. 
On the eother hand, the general 
index of freights is now 12 per 
cent, .below the level at the same 
time last year, and between 15 
end 25 per cent. lower than in

+ GUNMEN’S --EXPLOIT. - 


s Chicago, Jan, 3. 
An exploit that has made the 
gunmen of Chleago enviovs, and has 
excited the whole of Americn, waa 
successfully carried out during the 
night by bandits in New York. 
They kidnapped Lita: Grey (the 
second wife of Charles Chaplin, tho 
film star) and Georges Carpeniicr. 
once the idol of the boxing werld, 


drove’ them for more than a mile! 


through a crowded quarter of New 
York, robbed Mra. “naplin of 
£3,000 worth of jewels, and then 
escaped in her motorcar. 

Mrs. Chaplin. and Carpentier ex- 
plained to the police that the’ kid- 
napping occurred alter they had ap- 
peared ata theatre ia the Bronx 
section of New York. 


“Drive On!" 

As they stepped into Mrs, Chap- 

lin's car outside 
gunmen stepped in too, 
_ Vhey covered the actress and the 
former boxing champion with 
.tevolvers. Another’man also held 
a revolver at the chauffeur and 
ordered him to drive on. The car 
was driven for a mile. The bandits 
helped themselves to Mrs. Chanlin’s 
jewels and relieved Carpentier of 
his jewels and money. 

They then. stopped the car and 
ordered Mrs. Chaplin, Carpentier 
and. the chauffeur to alight. Tho 
bandits then escaped—with the car. 

Returned by Taxicab. 

Mrs. Chaplin and Carpentier re- 
turned to their hote! by taxicab, and 
the chauffeur went to the 
‘station, where he reported tha 
affair: 1 

A full description of the gunmer 
thas been given to the police. 

Lita Grey ‘was married to Charles 
Chaplin in November 1924 when she 
was 16, after she had played in 
Chaplin's picture “The. Kid.” She 
obtained a divorce from him in 
August 1927, and Chaplin agreed to 
create a trust fund of £40,000 for 
their two children. . 

Since her divorce, Miss Lita Grey 
Chuplin (aa she prefers to be 
known) has appeared on the vaude- 
ville stage. 

Georges . Carpentier, the world- 
famous French boxer, {is now 86. 
Aa a boy he travelled with a circus. 
and was “discovered” by Francois 
Descamps, under whose manage- 
‘| ment Carpentier gained £200,000 in 
the boxing ring and the title of 
world’s crufser-weight champion. 

Dempsey beat him in his fight for 
the world’s heavyweight title, and 
oon afterwards Carpentier took up 
a stage career. He has also acted 
for the filma.

A pleasing entertainment for the 
sophisticated, or those who like to 
think themaclves 80, is to be expect- 
ed with a considerable degree of 
confidence of each new programme 
at the little Gare Theatre, and last 
night's was well up to sample. 

Could one imagine anything, for 
instance, more exotica!ly curious 
than a “Little Lord Fauntleroy” as

+had endeavoured to justify . his 
action by relying upon’ the fol- 
lowing rule. printed in his pros- 
pectus ;— : 

“The head master reserves :to 
himself the right to demand the 
removal of any boy whose in- 
fluence he may consider detri- 
mental to the school and no fees 
paid on behalf of such boy are 
returnable.” 

Before going to Switzerland, 
said Mr. Gallop, Ronald Skinner, 
as a result of two serious motor- 
eyeling accidents, had suffered 
from concussion which had made 
him rather nervy. Mr. Pearce

EARL HAIG STATUE. 


SCULPTOR BOWS TO “TRUE- 
TO-LIFE” SCHOOL, 


A new model of the equestrian 
statue of the late Field-Marshal 
Haig, which it is proposed shall 
be erected in Whitehall, has been 
completed by Mr. A. J. Hardiman, 
the sculptor. 

It has been on view in the 
Royal Gallery of the House of 
Lords beside the original model 
which failed to sécure the ap- 
proval of Lady Haig, and which 
was criticised by military  col- 
leagues ‘of the field-marshal, and 
by members of the public. - . 

The first model received great 
praise in artistic circles, but in 
his new effort Mr. Hardiman has 
capitulated to the “true-to-life” 
school. . 

_The original charger” was a 
maasive creature with the girth, 
fegs, and neck of a carthorse, and 
the head of a pony, according to 
the “true-to-life” school. 

There is radical alteration in 
the new horse, which is an Eng- 
lish hunter of the type that Earl 
Haig really rode. It is a delicate 
limhed animal equipped with.
